for  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act :] 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  any  agreement  in  writing  registered  made  after 
the  effecting  of  the  improvements  settling  the  amount 
of  compensation  due  therefor  at  the  date  of  such 
agreement. 

20.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  taking  Saving  clause, 
away  the  right  of  any  person  who  may  be  entitled 
by  law  or  custom  to  claim  compensation  for  any 
improvements  other  than  those  dealt  with  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.
